“Imports to Manchuria via Viadivostock are 
meagre, and since August most of the cargoes 
have been Russian and consumed in the Ussuri | 
region, The railway business from Vladivostock | 
is very brisk and the traffic is yielding a yearly | 
profit of Rbls. 15,090,000. This is in contrast | 
to what is happening on the Chinese Eastern | 
Railway, which is showing an annual loss of 
Rbls, 30,000,000 The surveys of the Amur 
railway are beginning and all are hoping this 
line will be the ultimate saviour of the Russian 
Orient. Vladivostock and the other ports are 
suffering from over-confidence on the part of 
the traders who have over-estimated the con- 
sumptive demand; Nicolaersk is, however, 
growing very rapidly.” 

Tt ig doubtless this state of things which | 
made Japan so kcen to repeat in the North 
their post-bellum commercial crusade that 
has attracted so much notice in the South. 
Mr. WEALE tells us that, having gained the 
entry, the Japanese are pressing eagerly 
forward, although the Chinese are as yet 
not disposed to trade. He confirus the | 
report that both Russia and Japan are Going | 
their best to keep their engagements under 
the Treaty of Portsmouth. 

“There remain 28,000 [Russian! railway 
guards and fragments of the Third Siberian 
Corps. They will have their headquarters till 
April at '‘arbin, where there are six infantry and 
two cavalry regiments with a brigade cf artillery 
The balance are thinly distributed along the 
railway with an advance guard of cavalry at 
Kuanchentze. In spite of this, brigandage is 
at its worst and is paralyzing all trade. I'he 
Chinese are in a state of panic. 

The position at Harbin is most curious. 
There are 70,00) Ruasiaus in the plac’, living 
on tbe enormous profits made in the war. 
Trade is dead but money is plentiful and the 
growth of the town is unbelievable. Tbere are 
eighteen flour mills in and around the town 
capable of a daily output of three million pounds. 
They fed the entire army during the war but 
are now idle. Exc-pt the military authorities, 
all desire ardently the opening up of the country. 
East of H«rbin, the railway 8 ttlements are 
prosperous owing to the lumber trade, but west 
there is nvthing doing”. 

It looks as though the Russian guards 
have not been so energetic against the 
Hunghutze as the Japanese have ; and 
we shall- probably have to wa't a 
long time befure Peking does anytbing 
effective. While these brigands coutinue 
active, it is evident that the inhebitants 
will not be able to trade. All observers are 
ugreed as to their disturbing and dest roving 
influence on peaceful commerce. What 
Mr. Weave means precisely by his advocacy 
of a policy of strengthening Chinese 
authority is not clear; nor does he show 
how theuifficulties in the way cf establishing 
Chinese customs are to be overcome.

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THE TUNE THAT LI PLAYED.

There are indications that the Chinese 
authorities have taken into serious ' 
consideration the alteration brought about 
in their position vis-a-me foreign nations by 
the results of the recent war between Russia 
and Japan, and the diminution of the 
power of the former as a factor in foreign 
relations consequent upon the check which j 
Ruasia received by the war und the internal 
disorder in that country which soon dfter 
followed. For years past Ruesia had been 
a trump card in the hands of the officials at 
Peking in dealing with all questions in 
which a pussibility of the disintegration of 
China was involved. Russia was pointed to 
by China as the nation from whom 
aggression was most to be feared with the 
natural result of raising sufficient reluctance 
to the adoption of any euch policy on the 
part of other nations to give them a 
consistent position in using at least all 
their moral influence against Russia’s 
encroachment. This ws precisely what 
the CLinese desired, as it enabled them to 
stay off the evil day by allowing Russia to | 
slowly push on her encronchments nntil, as 
li Hune-cuana shrewdly foresaw, Russia 
would come into collision with China's old 
rival, Japan, when the latter country would 
fight the battle with Russia which China, 
herself was too weak to wage. If Russia 
had been successful in the war, China 
would have been able to claim some 
cousideration from ber on the ground of 
her previous friendly attitude and no doubt 
she also hoped iu that case {o obtain 
sufficient support from ctber foreign 
countries to prevent Russia from, at all 
events for some time, making use of her 
success fcr serious aggression su iar as 
Chinese territory waa concerned. In the 
event of Japan heing the successful party, 
a salutary check would have heen placed 
upon Russian advances in the Eust, and 
China would be the gainer tu this extent. 
Such was as subsequently declared the 
policy of Li Hunc.cuana, who certainly 
displayed a complete grasp of the situation, 
and an ability to act upou a fixed line of 
policy for many yeais in face of much 
opposition aud even of accusations of want 
of loyalty in apparently too casily yielding 
to Kuesia’s encroachments. The wily old 
diplomatist saw very clearly to what paint 
they woul:l lend her. The scheme has 
however, lien in one senae a little too 
successful, Russia has been weakened far 
wore than was considered possible by the 
results of the war, and Japan has been 
proportionately strengthened. ‘Lhe hope of 
China’s pitting the one again-tthe other and 
so keeping at bay the two Powers most 
likely to threaten her, iy likely to be 
digappointed for some years to come, if not 
permanently. It is, therefore, mainly with 
Japan that China bas to deal as respects 
anything which might threaten her integrity 
at the present time—and it is not surprising 
to find China following her traditional 
policy of making friends with jthe uation 
who might be the one most to be feared 


ber present coquetting with her old 
rival; and her apparent willingness to be 
instructed by and to some extent directed 
by her. No doubt there may be a bona fide 
belief among many of the Chinese officials 
that they would be able uot only to learn 
from Japan all she knows, but to better the 
instruction ; and this idea would account to 
some extent for the obstructiveness which 
has of-late been observable at the Capital.

Her policy for many 
years past bas been the same as that of 
European nations; and her interests lie in 
the direction of continuing that policy, If 
therefore China desires to secure the support 
of Japan, she will be compelled to adopt a 
policy which will be in conformity at once 
with the views of that country and with 
those of European nations. If she do this, 
she may be able to enter upon a proceas of 
reform, which will enable her to maintaiu 
her position alongside of modern nations. 
But if she endeavours to maintain a policy 
of evasion and obstruction with the idea that 
forcign nations will submit to anything 
rather thau face the contingency of a break 
up vf the Chinese Empire, she may find 
that there is 4 point at which this policy, 
successful as it has heen hitherto, will fail. 
European nations ~ and of course with them 
we clags America—are each naturally jealous 
of secing any one of them take a dominaut 
attitude in China, and this jealousy aay 
continue to be effectually worked upon so 
far as they are concerned, But a point may 
be reached when no such jealousy will be 
felt with respect to Japau.

GENERAL CLEANSING. 

The PResIDENT, pursuant 
motion, moved : 

“That the Board under “ection 14 (2) of 
the Public Health and Buildiugr Ordinance 
1903, as amended by Section 5 of Ordinance 23 
of 19 ‘3, appoint a Select Committee consisting 
of the President and Messrs. Fang Wa-chun and 
Lau Chao-pak to consider all complaints arising 
in connection with the Geueral Cleansing.” 

Mr. Lav CuHu-pak minouted-—I think the 
select committee should also be authorised 
to arrange all the details in connection with 
the general cleansing as before J¢.15. 

The Prestpent stated that the details 
were arranged for departmental i 

Mr. Hooper—Does that mean you report the 
result of its investigations to the Boar ¥ 

The President —1 es. Proceeding he said :— 
This house to house visitation is now an estab- 
lished fact. For the last five winters it has prac- 
tically been carried ont by the Chinese themselves 
under the supervision of the sanitary staff. On 
looking into the matter I find that last 
winter there was not any Select Committee 
appointed to consider avy complaints that 

might arise, although in the previous winter 
there had been such a committee. After con- 
sultation with the Medica] Officer of Health 
we thought it advisable to amend the 
procedure ‘this year as compared with 
that of previous years, and I my say 
for the information of members that H.. the 
Governor is in accord with what we decided to 
do. We have decided, in addition to cleansing 
the houses as we have hitherto done—that is to 
supply Jeyes’ fiuid and hot water to the 
Chinese so that they can cleanss the houses 
themselves—we have decided that in addition 
1o the houses being cleansed, the crevices and 
corners should be sprinkled with a solution of 
crude pheoyl. The object is to kill any fleas and 
eggs of fleas. All those who have studied plague 
have come to the conclusion that fleas are the 
most active agent in the transmission of plague 
from infeoted rats to man. so it beboves us to 
destroy fleas so far as we possiblycan. Dr. Clark 
peinted out that we should destroy fisas 
in the houses, but what about the clothing? 
We have offered the Chinese that we will, free 
of ‘expense to them, disinfect their clothing 
and do it with as little inconvenience as possible. 
I have spoken on the subject to Hon. Dr. Ho 
Kai and one of the members of the Tung Wah 
Hospita', and they have agreed to help us in 
every way they possibly can. I think we must 
look to the two Chinese members of the Board 
to assist us in carrying outthis measure. You 
know it is customary to give two days’ notice, 
and if the houses are not cleansed in that time 
the sanitary staff undertake the work. It is 
proposed to amend the ordinary notice by 
an addition pointing out that fieas are an in- 
termediary in spreading plague from infected 
. rats to mac and that it is the wish of the 
Board’ to exterminate them if possible, and that 
clothes ought to be disinfected. [ know that in 
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the past clothing has been spoiled in this way, 
and: if sach a committee as I move were 
appointed, it would consider complaints that may 
arise and make compensation where it was 
deemed proper. The Board has power under the 
bye-laws to compensite for any articles that are 
damaged. I may state that at the suggation 
of the Governor this last paragraph conceruing 
fleas has been ioserted in most Chiness news- 
papers for abont a week. 

Mr. Lau Cuvu pak—Do I understand that it is 
compulsory for the Chinese to hand over their 
clothes to be disiaf-cted ? 

The Presidant—No,; it is pure'y volautary. 
Thit is why I ask the Chinese {o co-operate 
with us. 

The Registrar-(raneral —[ mast say it took 
my breath away to find the Board consulted on 
the subject of this importance after apparently 
every arrangement had been made for it being 
carried out. It practically consists of a 
complete revolation of the systam of cleansing 
which we have arrived at after a great deal of 
friction and after many trials of various kinds. 
I think itis a slight upon the Board that yon, 
Sir, should come forward and treat it in this way. 
If there is to be auy alteration in the system 
of cleansing as carried out, that question ought 
to ha postponed until next meeting wheu the 
report can be considered. 


Che Vice-Pr stveENtT seconded the 
President's motion. 
The tEGIsTRe\R- GENERAL proposed an 


amendment that (ha question b+ postponed until 
next meeting. : 

Mr. Lan Clu-pak seconded. 

Mr. Hoorer—I would like to ask you, Sir, 
whetber tha Savitary Wepartment or the Sani- 
lary Board has received any communication on 
this matter of fleas, and how it has been dealt 
with in India by the use of liquid fuel. Whether 
you are awars that the Goveramaat of India 
has found it very efficactous in connection with 
the destruction of fleas. : 

The PRESIDENT—Before the amendm nt is 
put to the meeting Ll should like to make a few 
remarks on the statements of the Registrar- 
General. I am astonished that anyoue in his 
position should think for oue moment that 
the President of this Board should attempt 
in any way to slight the Board. ‘lat has 
been far from my intention ever sinc, I 
have been in this chair and I[ appeal to 
members present to say whether that is 
so or not. The reason why this changs wis 
made was because less than two weeks 
ago we received a report of the Iudian Plagne 
Commission which practically bore out the 
reagon of my recommendation of this procedure 
to the Governor. As soon as I saw that report 
and read of the system now in force in India [ 
fel€it my duty to represent to his Excelleacy th: 
measures taken by this most important commis- 
siop, which in its preliminary report drew atten- 
tion to the fact that fleas were the intermediary 
agént between infected rats and min, I[t had 
be@n already found inthe measure taken that this 
crude phenol had been most useful, and the only 
object I had in bringing it forward was to 
better the sanitary condition of the Colony. 

Hon. Mr. Hewerr—[ am quite sure, Sir, all 
members of the Board will agree that what 
you've done has been in the best interests’ of 
the Colouy, but at the same time I must confe 
that whea any radical chauge of this noe 
is--meds it is bstter we should have your 
stalement at one  mesting so. that 
we; should be able tu discnss it and 
vote oo it at the next; or batter still, a 
memorandum should be circulated. As 
such has not been circulated the matter has 
been sprung upon us, and under the conditions 
it js very much bettcr that considsration of it 
should be postponed till next meeting, or if you 
think the matter urgent a special meeting could 
be called. 

The PerstvENT—I do not look upon it asa 
redical change uudertaken. ‘I'he essence of 
clesnsing operations is to clear away filth from 
houses while the process of killing fl:as is 
merely a secondary operation. If members 
think [ have been remiss in not reporting this 
to them I upologise for it. I cannot dd more. 

Hon. Mr. Hewet —There is no question of 
apology. 

r HooPper—It seems to me we've rather 


mistaken the question.. We are not asked | work being further throwa o 
to advise on the question as to whether cleans. far better pay le takes away

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ing and disinfecting operations are bsing 
carried out, but whuther they could bs dona 
with moro effect. I tike it if we did not think 
this question necessary for the consideration of 
a committee the work would have been done by 
tha sanitary department without coming before 
tha Board. I understand it is a question of a 
committee being appointed. 

The Presipent—Thit is the notion, and 
the Registrar-General practicilly peoposes an 
amendment that consideration be postp ned 
until naxt meeting. [ think‘! it is an urgent 
matter, and as President of the Board would 
ask you to agree to piss my motion at this 
meeting. . 

The Reratstrar-GeneraL—I should not 
have moved fur a postpouament if it hed not 
been for the information you gave us about 
proposed changes in the cleansing operations, 
I don't intend to dispute with you on its theore- 
tical value, but the only practical way in 
which plague can be combatted, as has been 
found in India, is by the competent cooperation 
of the people who are affected by it. Any 
change which might affect good results should 
first be considered, and that is the reason I ask 
for a postponement. 

Mc. Lau Cuu-pak —Bir, in former years— 

The PRE8sIDENT—You are scarcely in order. 
There is a motion before the meeting. 

The PRESIDENT explained that if the com- 
mittee ware appoiuted to consider the question, 
and thay found that the Chiness objected to the 
change, they could bring the matter be ore the 
Board and it would be remedied.

“Sunrise on the East River” in which some 
pretty colour effects are presented. Taking 
the others in catalogue order, the visitor notes 
Mrs. F. A. Saunders’ “Sunset in Hougkong 
Harbour.” Mrs. A. M. Dealy has several 
artistic child studies, one of which “Sydney ” 
secures the silver medal, though to some te 
ments her ‘‘ Frankie” is better. Good colour- 
ing characterises Mrs. Bird’s ‘Still Life Study”, 
her portract of an old woman, and her study of 
fruit, all of which obtain silver medals. ‘ The 
sleeping bloodhound ” (after Landseer) is con- 
spicuous, both for merit and size, and 
deserves even better than the silver medal 
awarded. Similar awards are given to Mrs. 
Schroter fora porlrait on Florentine enamel, 
to Yat On for a portrait painted on ivory, and 
to Mrs. C. Grace for a miniature painting ou 
ivory. In the other porfion of the gallery the 
most attractive pictures are tha two Japanese 
water colonrs lent. by Mr. K. Yamonoi, which 
are real works of art.

Mr. Fung Wa-chu a revelation of 
what nimble fingers and an artistic taste 
could produce. ‘The French and Italian Con- 


vents are the most important exhibitors here, 
though a number of ladies have on view speci- 
mens of dainty needlework. From the French 
convent there are beautiful eclesiastical 
garments, all made by the deft fingers of the 
orphan girls, and from the ltalian Convent 
there iseven a greater display of these wonderful 
creations, There are beautiful band em- 
broidered garments, fine specimens of torchon 
lace, and exhibits from the China Foreign 
Knitting Company of singlets and socks done 
by machinery. Remarkably clever work by 
the girls of the Kowloon Blind School is 
a striking feature of one of the tables. 
Ladies will be interested in the pieces 
of old lace, Limerick and Chantilly, some 
of which is over 100 years old, andin tke lace 
from Awoy and Chefoo, worked by Uhinese wo- 
men, Several local ladies are to be commended 
for exhibitions of hardanger work and others for 
pen and ink d’oyleys. A number of Chinese 
have lent beautiful Chinese embroideries, 
and there are also some very fine old tapestries. 
The prizes awarded in this section are as under:

H.E. the Governor has 
lent. a handsome tenk writing table and a teak 
sideboard. Mesars. Knho and Komor have a 
beantiful collection, which includes a cherrywood 
buffet, a magnificent tea and coffee service, and 
other artistic exhibits. Very pretty also is the 
suite of drawing room furniture exhibited by 
Messra. William Powell and Sons. At the 
opposite end of the hall is the suite of fibre 
furniture lent by Harris, Keeney and Co.—a 
very interesting exhibit. Merit hag been 
recognised in awarding tha gold medal to Mr.

silver ‘work. Mr. Chao Leep Chee has lent 
his pewter diuner- service consisting of 110 
pieces, This would have been awarded a prize 
had it been submitted to competition. Persian 
brass work is shown by H.~. the Governor, 
while Messrs. Lok Hing have some splendid 
specimens of blackwood. The feature of the 
reliring room is the immense wedding cake of 
ten storeys exhibital by the Cafe Weissmann. 
It waighs about 450 pounds and is really a 
splendid specimen of the confectioner's art. 
Besidg it is a castle in sugar, very cleverly 
coustracted.

i THE OPENING. 


Thé opening c-remony, saa by H. E. ; 
the Governor, attracted a large gathering to 
the City Hall. Among those present were Sir 


Henry Berkeley, the chairman of committee, 
Sir Francis Figgott, Colonel Darling, Hon. Mr. 
Sercombe Smith, Hon. Mr. E. A. Hewett, Hon.

Sir Henry Berkeley said—Your Excellency, 
the Committee of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition 
have invited you to be present this afternoon 
for the purpose of opening this exhibition. The 
object of the Committee is to promote a taste 
for and work in arls and handicrafts. The 
efforts of the Committees have been rewarded 
with success, and we hope that your Excellency 
will be able to ray, when you have walked 
through the exhibition, that it is one worthy 
the Colony, particularly the exhibits by 
the mémbers of the ancient Chinese race 
whose civilisaticn dates back for thousands 
of years, governed by men of a_ nation 
that. stinds in the forefront. of the ranks 
of Western civilisation. Sir, we ask you 
now to declare this exhibition open and to enable 
you to do so we present you with this key, with 
which we ask your Excellency to formally open 
the exhibition (A pplanse), 

fis Excellency—Sir Heury Berkeley, ladies 
and gentlemen :—I have often read or heard 
it said with regard to some book written 
by o passing visitor to a place that he bas not 
had an opportunity of forming an opinion about 
the place, and that the book therefore would 
better not have been written. I think in the 
case of a visitor who has only been for a fow 
days or weeks in a place and who has not had - 
an opportunity of bearing the views on questions 

affecting the place of res dents there, that this 

criticism is probably correct. Ou. the other 
hand I think that where a visitor has been him- 
self for some months a resident, where he has 
had, and taken advuntage of opportunities of 
discussi g these questions with members of all 
classes of the society of that place, that he is 
| aven in a better position to wrile about it and 
to make up his mind as to its wants than the man 
who has resided there all his life or oven a long 
number of years, becanse he brings with him s 
power of comparison with other places that the 
long resident has lost. It is for this reason 
that I make meution of the notes as to the wants 
of this Colony which I entered in my note book 
between the 29th July, 1914, when L arrived in 
the Colouy, and the Jast day of that year. I 
find some sixteen wants of Hongkong entered. 
First of all there was the Kowloon-Canton 

Railway. Sesondly there was tle ‘'ytam Tuk 

extended water scheme. Thirdly there was the 

Chung Sba Wan jank shelter. . he fourta note 

was “annual flower show and art exhibition” 

(applacse), The others.! need not mention 

These notes were vot entered necessarily in the 

order of the i+ portance I attribute to the public 

works but in the order in whicb they occurred 
to me or were presented to me. I remember 
that I did then as I do now attribute con- 
siderable importance to art exhibitions. What 

I was struck with on first arriving—if I may be 

forgiven for saying su—was the atilitarian 

feeling of the place. So much was the sense of 
heanty obliterated in many ofits inhabitants that 
they even failed to realise the natural beaaty of 

Hongkong. Since then [ have had it said to 

me over and over again by visitors—‘ How is 

it we were not told that Hongkong was b-anti-- 

‘ul. We were told that it was a large com- 

mercial port. We were told—inaccarately, I 

think—that it was an unhealthy place. We were 

never told that it was one of the most beantiful 
places in the world.” The utilitarian feeling 
is to a certain extent natural. I remember 
being told of the usual reply of the s :opkeeper 
when it was beiug represented to bim that he 
was making an apparently exorbitant charge— 
“Wedon’t come here for our health” (laughter), 
which means that most people are out here to 
make money. ‘That is quite a legitimste 
desire, as it means the support of wife aud 
family and in 8 minor degree one's self. Others 
are here with the idea of advanciug their posi- 
i tious, also quite legitimate ambitioas, and 
mingling with all every oae bas in various 
| proportions some higher aim. But I don’t think 
it can be said that people are here any more foe 
the oult of beauty than they are for the benefit 
of their health. At the same time thore is no 
reason why we should not make thingy aronad 
us as beautiful as we can. If I have to bo all 
day in my office there is no reason why I should 
not sit on a beautiful chair rather than an ugly: 
office stool. If a lady has to spend a large part 
of her time in writing chits, thpre is no reason 
why she should not write them pn pretty paper, 
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orthat‘éhe should send them round with a hideous 
chit book. I firmly believe that things of 
beanty.do move away a pall from oar dull spirits. 
I think anything we can do to make the dull 
surronodings of our life more beautiful should 
be done. It is not necessary that we should 
have expensive things, because cheap things are 
quite as well if they are beantiful as expensive 
ones. The hope that some improvement in the 
prettiness of things around us might be helped 
by art exhibitions was justification for the note 
which 1 entered in my smal! book here. Later 
on I took a further step, because an 
entry in a note book does not belp matters 
much. You will probably remember—-or to be 
accurate you will not remember—that at the 
meeting of the Legislative Council on 7th 


September, 1905, I said that I saw no 
reason why, in view of the various 
“minor arts, lace making, silverworking, 


bookbinding, -etc. being practised here, a 
petoticsl art exhibition should not be a success. 

hese remarks acting, I think, on the desire 
which was communicated to the papers by an 
hon. and learned member of the Council 
to hold a photographic exhibition has, I think, 
resulted in our being here to-day to open 
the first exhibition of the aris and crafts of 
Hongkong. If I have claimed somewhat 
egotistically some credit for initiating the 
movement [-certainly cannot claim the credit 
for it being the success that I believe it will 
prove tw be. That is entirely due to the 
energetic. work of the committee, the Chairman 
of which is Sir Henry Berkeley, and of its secret- 
ary, Captain Marchant. Cam sure our thanks are 
due to them for their good work (applause). I 
trust the exhibilion will prove so successful as 
to iesult in it being repeated every year. This 
leads me to a somewhat kindred matter about 
which I have been looking for an opportunity to 
saya few words. Lamstrongly of opinion thet 
-we onght in this Colony to have a permanent 
museum. I visited an excellent one in Colombo ; 
I believe there is one in Singapore. At 
Hongkong we have crowded in that little 
room a. nucleus of an important museum. 
Until we can transfer it into some more‘spacious 
accomodation, Hongkong museum will not be 
worth anything. 1 had hoped that the Govern- 
ment would have been able to make some pro- 
vision in the estimates for a museum. [ 
have looked for some time at a building 
near the Kennedy Koad tram _ station 
which would be suitable for the museum. 
Now ! see it is about to be made into a boarding 
house (laughter) and my hopes of our museum 
are becoming somewhat dim. Still, 1 may

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LOSS OF THE “HANKOW.” 


INQUIRY OPENED. 

At the Magistracy on ct. 27th before Mr. 
H. H. J. Gompertz, sitting as coroner, and 
Messrs. A. Course, T. G. D-akeford and H. 
Rapp, jurors, an inquiry was opened concerning 
the deaths of passengers which ocenrred in the 
burning of the river steamer /Hansow. 

Captain B. Branch, master of the Hanhaw, 
was the the first wilness. He stated that. the 


Hankow left Canton at 6.45 p.m. on October | 


18th for Hongkong. As nearly as he conld 


estimate there were about 950 passengers on | 


board, including seven Europeans in tlie first 
clase. The cargo consisted of silk, silk cocoons, 
matiing. vegetables and miscellaneous cargo. 
The total value of the cargo was about 
£50,000 (sterling). The Haniow arrived at 
her wharf at Hongkong a little before 
3 o'clock on the 14th instant. She made fast 
at 3 o'clock and the gangway being lowered 
a number of passengers went off at once. ‘I'hree 
gangways were lowered for the passengers, 
The vegetables were stacked on the main deck 
and there wera 4! rolls of matting and other 
merchandise forward. The raw silk was in the 
strong room and 2(X) bales of silk in a room on 
the upper deck and abont 71 further rolls of 
matting was stored aft. ‘I'he watchman gav- 
witness the fiest warning of fi e,-wlile he was 
talking with the chief officer. 
there were no sigus of a fira on board. On 
receiving the alarm witness and the chief officer 
proceeded along the starboard alleyway and 
found that there was no panic amoogst the 
passengers, put the usual rush to get ashore. 
- Witness saw the fire at the foot of the after 
ladder leadit g to the main deck. ‘I'here was a 
blaze almost in the centre of a slack of matting 
and plenty of smoke. and wituexs gave orders to 
get the hose ont. Two tire buckets of water 
were secured aud emptied on {he flames and just 
at that moment a panic started. The other fire 
buckets could not ve got at, owing to the rush of 
passengers. The mate went aft and witness 
gave orders for tha bales of matting near those 
on fire to be pulled down in order to stop the 
fire's progress. Witness then assisted the men 
with the hose and met the chief officer who told 
him that the donkey engine could not bastarted 
as the fire and smoke had driven the men from 
the hold. The hose was then attached to a hand 
pump aft, but that broke away and became 
useless. The band pump forward was (oo far away 
to be used effectively. The fire alarms were then 
sounded. The Chief kngineer was at this 
moment standing at the forward end of the port 
galleyway and witness aske! him if anythiog 
could be done with the engines. The eugineur 
replied that the engines could not be worked. 
Wituess then saw two European lalivs standing 
near the entrance to the saloon and told th-m to 
Jeave the ship. ‘I hey dig so and he accumpanied 
Wituess went aboard and 
below again and found the rangwas stil! choked 
with Chinese and then the (Vhinese- women's 
quarters took fire.

Altegether five 
gangways were lowered for the passengers.

Thos 
ship consisted of dry wood and canvas 
saturaled with oil or paint, so the fire might be 
expected {o spread rapidly. Witoess had geen* 
a pressure of IX! Ibs. on the mains io the city 
at night, but the extent of this depended oa the 
motor houses. He should think that the pres- 
sure was usnally relaxed at night. Witness 
cousidered that the motor bouses could give as 
much pressure as required, but the size of the 
maios would not give a sufficient bulk of water. 
He did not know the size of all the mains but 
could speak of the Ceatral district. Ifa bnild- 
ing like the Hongkong Hotel caught fire he 
did not think the mains would give sufficient 
water to check such fire. Ino fact, he did not 
think they could get a sufficient balk of water 
to cope with a lire in any large building if it 
oncys got a good start.
